“That principle does not apply to the 
rejection of money bills. I take leave 
to say that there le not an Instance 
to be found in which .the House of 
Commons has controverted our right 
to reject money bills. Over and over ‘ 
again. I repeat It. nothing can be found 
In the perllamentary Journals or In any 
history of parliamentary proceedings 
to show that our right to reject money 
bills hat been a uestloned/* 

The precedents usually quoted In fa¬ 
vor of the new constitutional theory 
promulgated by the Prime Minister 
are the House of Commits resolution 
of 1671 and 16T6. The resolution of 1671 
runs as follows. 

“That In all aids given to the King 
by the Commons the rate or tax ought 
not to be altered by *the Lords/* 

The resolution of 167*. which has been 
even more frequently quoted In the 
present controversy. runs fs follows, i 
’That ali aldmSpad s up p li es , -and aid* 

[ to Hla Mfhjsstp in- parliament, are the 
Sole gift of the Commons; and all bfil* 
ior the granting ot any suoh aid* and 
supplies ought to begin with tho Com¬ 
mons/ and that It Is the undoubted and 
sole/rlght of the Commons to direct, 
limit, and appoint la such bill* ;he 
i end*, purposes, considerations, condi¬

guages? Commenting upon the Inade¬ 
quate provision made for the teaching 
j of Oriental languages here In com- 
| partaon with Germany, he m e nti o n ed 
tliet (here were twenty-five teechers 
qualified to give Instruction In Oriental 
i languages in connection with London 
University and King’s College, but 
tholr combined salaries amounted to 
only £1.300 a year. The committee 
which had Inquired into this matter be¬ 
lieved that the sum required to prop¬ 
erly equip a school of Oriental studies. 
In London would be something over 
112.000 a year. 

The Karl of Cromer hoped the gov¬ 
ernment would give a sympathetic 
'hearing to dhe strong case that had 
-been made out by the noble lord for 
doing, aumeLhing to promote the study 
of j&rtcntal languagas In London. Ho 
jKfped the college, if established, wouM 
teach something of Oriental history, 
religion, manners, and customs as well 
as languages. 

. Viscount Markey. Secretary for 
India, said that the country owed u 
very great debt to the committee who 
had Inquired into this question. Their 
report was rather ambitious, and he 
doubted "r whether any government 
would accept and carry out all their 
recommendations. The question con- 
ftonting them was where the neces¬ 
sary (12,750 a year was to be procured 
I in order that effect might ^>e given to 
! the proposal. He sympathised with the
